Eleanor in the ilesh Jo take the place of ancient Romans in the spirit. 
There is something peculiar about people who do not like to go to 
church on Easter, and my children must learn that at least, no 
matter how many Sundays in the year they neglect to go, there are 
two days when it is imperative—Christmas and Easter.

Before st irting on the trip some good 


cold cream should be massaged well 
into the skin with a rotary motion, 
always working upward and outward 
from the i orners of the mouth. This 
keeps the wind from drying too much 
the complexion and from biting into 
the skin. 


A very satisfactory cream for this 


purpose Is made of four ounces of oil 
of sweet almonds, six drams each of 
white wax and spermaceti, two drams 
of borax and one and one-half ounces 
of 
glycerine, two ounces of orange- 


flower -water and fifteen drops each of 
oil of neroli, of blgarade, ot petit grain. 
Melt the fi'st three ingredients, add the 
glycerine to the orange-fiower water 
and dissohe the borax in the mixture. 
Then pour it slowly into the blended 
oils, stirring continuously. This is a 
skin food, and one that has a cleansing 
effect. 


The massaging has given the com- 


plexion a tonic—a help to withstand the 
incessant breeze made by the swift 
motion—but the last act, before tying 
on the veil, should be to powder the 
face, giving it as far as possible an 
extra coating. Next the veil, and the 
girl is ready to face anything. 


But the tare of her complexion is not 


yet complete, for, when she comes 
home, the dust has made her face 
smart—It is unused to such strong 
breezes—ard she must dampen cloths In 
whisky and lay them on her lace;

Care ofthe Teeth 


CURIOt'S—The teeth may be pre- 


served to a good old age If properly 
taken care of. Sudden extremes of 
very hot or very cold food or drink 
jar 
upon the teeth most 
injuriously 


' and should be avoided. The teeth 


should bu cleansed twice a day—on 
rising and before retiring. The brush 
should cot be too hard, and one 
should not stop at brushing only the 
outside surface of the teeth, 
but 


should brush them inside as well. 


Here is a recipe for a simple and 


non-injurious tooth powder: Precipi- 
tated ch.Llk, four ounces; powdered 
orris rot>t, eight ounces; powdered 
camphor, one ounce. Triturate the 
camphor in a mortar, moistening it 
with a very little alcohol. Add other 
ingredients. Mix thoroughly and sift 
through a fine bolting cloth. 


Henna Hair Stain 


F. G.— The henna stain gives tha 


hair a reddish tint To make it. take 
one ounco of henna leaves: steep in a 
pint of boiling water for twenty min- 
utes. 
Lt t stand until it gets cold. 


Strain tire liquid. Apply to the hair 
by the rid of a small sponge. Tha 
henna w,ll sometimes stain the scalp, 
but the stain can easily be removed 
by soap and water. 


Bunions and corns are due to im- 


properly fitting shoes, ana one should 
do- everything to prevent them. Have 
the shoes and stockings a trifle too 
lonff for the feet, so as to relieve 
the pressure on the toes. Soak the 
leet night and morning; wipe dry and 
rub witi a mixture of one table- 
spoonful spirits of turpentine and 
lard (equal parts) or turpentine ana 
sweet oL Cone to three parts) until tha 
soreness subsides. Dust between the 
toes wtta tateum powder and place a 
little co tton* between toes, so as to 
absorb any moisture. 


Lotion for Oily Skin 


MINTA—If the skin is the least bit 


greasy, never use any cream on It. 
for this, will make matters worse in- 
stead of improving them. Apply thl* 
lotion to the face once a day: Bo- 
racic acid, one dram: distilled -witch 
hazel.

oughly with a coarse towel, and In do- 
ing so rub the hands from the tips of 
the fingers backward. Next rub a little 
cleansing cream well into the skin, and 
allow It to remain from five to ten min- 
utes, than take a dry, soft cloth and re- 
move all the cream possible. This will 
remove all the dirt from the p>res. Then 
nrply a skin food, which should be left 
on all night. 


To Fatten the Neck 


F. R.—To make the throat full and 


round, the best exercise is to bend the 
head slowly forward until the chin 
touches the neck, and then slowly raise- 
the head to its normal position. Repeat 
these movements until you are tired. 
Then bend the head as far backward as 
possible. Sitting erect in a chair, bend 
-the head from one side to ths other, and 
then roll the head to the right, left and 
forward. Another sood position is to let 
the arms hang loosely at the sides. 
Raise the shoulders as high as possible, 
then forward, down and backward until. 
a circle Is formed. Continue this for a 
time and then reverse the motion. Do 
this every day for five or ten minutes. 


Again, stand perfectly erect with the 


arms at the sides, lift them up vertical- 
ly, inflating the lungs as the arms as- 
cend. At the same time rise up on ths - 
tips of your toes and throw your head 
back, at the same time touching the 
backs of the hands overhead. 
As the 


arms slowly descend exhale from the 
lungs. 


Treatment for Bunions 


.SORB FOOT—Get a. bunion plaster of 
the druggist and nick with the scissors 
around the inside circle or opening. 
Moisten, the plr.ster and put It over the 
bunion. Put a small wedge of felt be- 
tween the great toe and the second toe, 
which wai throw the loot more Into 
shape. Tt win greatly relieve the pres- 
sure of the joint. 


Draw the stocking on carefully. When 


ycu put your Phoe on you will discover 
that the enlarged joint does not bogin to 
show as much with the plaster on as 
without. And all pain and Irritation are 
prevented by wearing the plaster, which 
makes It impossible for the leather to 
come In contact with the aore joint or 
Irritate It.

Superfluous Hair 


MISS TEDDY B.— For the super- 


fluous1 hair on the arms use the fol- 
lowing recipe: Sulphydrate of soda, 
AV ) grains, chalk, 200 grains. 


Mix thoroughly and keep dry in 


well-corked bottle until wanted for 
use. Take' enough to mako a paste, 
and add warm water to it until the 
proper consistency is secured. Spread 
over the hairy surface, and allow to 
remain for from one to five minutes, 
according to the nature of the growth 
and the susceptibility of the skin; 
then scrape off with a blunt blade — . 
a paper knife, for example. It should 
be removed, as in every case with a 
depilatory, when the burning sensa- 
tion is produced. Too long contact 
with the skin should be avoided, and 
immediately after the hair has been 
removed the denuded surface should 
be g-ently washed with warm water 
and a cold cream or a bland oil ap- 
plied to prevent irritation. *

Melt the wax in a 
water bath and add the myrrh to it 
while it Is hot After beating them to- 
gether, add the honey and rosewater. 
Beat all up and add glycerine by the 
teaspoonful until you secure a paste 
which will spread nicely.

tincture of benzoin to an ounce -of 
rosewater forms' a well-known lotion 
which Is excellent for whitening the 
skin. Apply this to the face before 
retiring, leaving it on all night.

HATH LOVE k LANGUAGE OF ITS OWN? 


Aged Couple Garry on Courtship With Cupid as Inter- 


preter-Declare Emphatically That Love Speaks 


In Its Own Language; 


Does love have a language of Us 


own—a sort of Esperanto Invented by 
Dan Cupid—by which It makes men 
and women of different nationalities, 
speaking different languages, under- 
stand each other? 


If you ask Mr. and Mr«. Carl Lar- 


son, both of whom are over 70 and 
wise In the ways of the world, they 
will give you a hearty and encourag- 
ing "yes." Love, they declare, has its 
own language. 


For twenty years Mrs. Larson has 


been speaking to her husband in Eng- 
lish and receiving answers in Swe- 
dish, the only language .which her hus- 
band speaks. 
Mrs Larson is a Ger- 


man. Up to the time she married Mr. 
Larson she had scarcely 
heard 
a 


word of Swedish. And he knew noth- 
ing of German or 
English. 
Their 


courtship was carried on by algns— 
by the language of love. 


Ths 
difference in language, how- 


ever, Is not the only contrast In the 
life of the Larson family. 
The loca- 


tion of their home and their mode of 
living have a strong old world flavor 
In spite of the fact that they lived be- 
hind the scenes of the American melo- 
drama. 


The Larson home Is back of or, ra- 


ther, 
literally 
within the Criterion 


Theater, 274 Sedgwick street, Chicago. 
The man has lived there since 1872, 
when he first built his cottage on 
what then was the outskirts of the 
city. 


"When the Criterion was erected Mr. 


Larson was offered four lots of the 
value of nearly $3,000 for his little 
cottage, which ocrupies eighteen feet 
square. 
He demanded cash, but the 


company would not pay cash, and ac- 
cordingly planned the theater In such 
a way as to make the Larson home 
one small corner of the great build- 
ing. 


In order to get to his home Mr.. Lar- 


son has to make a circuit of about a 
block and a half and walk through the 
alley. 
Then he has to climb over a 


fence 
or an 
elevated 
sidewalk or 


something similar, and finally bo is in 
a little yard and is ready to enter his 
house. 


This, however, does not \vorry the 


Larsons. 
They 
so out little. Mrs. 


Larson stays In the house and sands 
out her husband morning after morn- 
ing to the nearby tailor shop to get 
two pair of troupers to finish. When 
the garments are done she sends him 
back to the shop to get more work. On 
Sunday they go to the Old People's 
mission, a few blocks away, and some- 
times receive a visitor—an old neigh- 
bor. 


Today the Larsons CInd it impossible 


to sell this house. 
The theater own- 


ers have managed their building In 
such 
a way as to let the eighteen 


square feet alone, and, as the Larsons 
are good neighbors, they do not offer 
to buy them out. 


Mr. Larson leaves his theatrical 


neighbors lo themselves. Not once In 
the nearly two score years which the 
theater has been In existence has Mr. 
or Mrs, Larson witnessed a perform- 
ance there. • Not once have they step- 
ped inside the auditorium. 


"I was on the stage onre," Mrs. Lar- 


son said 
"That was when I went to 


see the manager and complain nf cer- 
tain annoying acts by some of the at- 
tendants of the theater. But inside of 
the playhouse I never have been and 
T never shall be.** 


Mr. Larson, who understands Eng- 


lish a little, but cannot speak It un- 
less absolutely forced to do so, as- 


sented to everything his wife said. 


"We 
have 
been living hore for 


twenty years," the woman went 
on. 


"Mr. Larson was a widower than, I 
happened to come to Chicago from 
Texas, where I had been staying- with 
an aunt of mine. I was then 50 and 
he 37. After a short acquaintance wi> 
were married. 


"Language makes little difference. 


We don't mind It at all. I talk to him 
In English—I came to America when 
I was 15, so I learned the English just 
grand—and he answers me In Swe- 
dish. At first it was kind of liarcl for 
me to understand him, but now I am 
used to It and know everything before 
he has even finished speaking."

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Joe Dwyer Has Little 


to Do but Hold 


the Hat 


SAN FRANCISCO, April 18.—Joe Dwyer has little to do 


these days besides holding Heney's hat. 
The Independence 


League has circumcised itself of him, and playing Handy Andy 
for Heney seems about the only occupation left him. In holding 
the hat for Spreckels' legal bravo, he is generally regarded as 
serving an apprenticeship for a pull at the Spreckels leg. But 
that member has been so extended by Burns and race track 
touts that the limit of ductility must soon be reached. 


Dwyer made a great theatrical play when Ruef (by immun- 


ity arrangement) pleaded guilty to extortion. He gave a touch 
of melodrama to the farce by throwing himself into Ruef's arms 
and exclaiming: "Now you are restored to honor and respect! 
You are once more the highminded, generous, truth-loving Ruef 
you were in the old days when we were schoolmates and boyhood 
friends." And he actually wept on Ruef's shoulder! 


Even Burns and Heney could not stand this display of emo- 


tion and fraternal affection. They had to turn away and snicker.

The monopolization of the criminal courts by the Spreckels1 


private prosecution is causing great hardship to persons await- 
ing trial, and is provoking much indignation among their at- 
torneys. Many persons are lying in jail unable to get a hearing, 
while others out on bail are either laughing at the law's delays 
or chafing at the way their cases are put off. 


Three departments of the Superior Court are regularly as- 


signed to the trial of criminal cases. As the departments pre- 
sided over by Judge Dunne and Judge Lawlor have for nearly 
eighteen months been engrossed with the Spreekels-Heney- 
Burns business, only Judge Cook is left to handle the whole vol- 
ume of the criminal business in San Francisco. "While Cook ex- 
pedites proceedings in every possible way he is entirely unable 
to cope, with the situation. The calendar is piling up daily, post- 
ponement following postponement without prospect of relief, 
since Heney boasts that he intends to keep Dunne and Lawlor 
busy indefinitely trying the socalled graft cases. 


The congestion is becoming intolerable, and a flagrant de- 


nial of justice to other accused persons. It is also inflicting 
great hardship on attorneys having accused persons for clients. 


"Spreckels and Heney are starving me to death," said a 


well known criminal lawyer to me the other day. "I have plenty 
of clients, but I can't get my cases tried and, of course, can't 
collect my fees. I have fifty or sixty criminal cases in my of- 
fice, but my clients can't get a hearing because two of the three 
cmninal departments have been turned over to Spreckels and 
Heney. Nobody can get a word in edgewise in either Lawlor's 
or Dunne's court unless Heney gives permission. 


"All the "rest of us have to do the best we can with Cook. But 


Cook can't do the work of three or four men. The criminal de- 
partments were overcrowded when the graft crusade began, and 
since then everything has been at a standstill. All ordinary 
criminal proceedings have to grind slowly through a single de- 
partment while men rot in jail or have their cases put off till 
the witnesses die or go away." 


I asked why the Superior judges as a bod}r did not take 


some action to remedy the state of affairs. "They are a little 
afraid of being abused by the Call and Bulletin, and none of 
them wants to drop civil business to take up criminal cases5," 
was the reply. "Coffey's department is in reality a probate 
court, while GrahanVs is practically a divorce court. Hebbard 
transacts little business, and the other remaining six judges 
aro kept busy trying actions at law and in equity.' The only 
men for whom nobody cares and nobody is interested in giving 
a square deal are the poor devils in jail unable to give bail or 
get a trial. 


"That is because Spreckels and Heney are allowed to run 


the criminal courts and the District Attorney's office. It is all 
wrong, and is causing a shocking injustice to both clients and 
lawyers. Guilty men are being allowed to escape and innocent 
men kept in jail because Spreckels and Honey are all powerful 
with Langdon and,Judges Dunne unrl Lawlor." 


This is a phase of the graft crusade that has not been pre- 


sented before, but it is one that deserves public- attention. The 
Spreckels shoe is pinching in many directions, and hence the 
indignant disgust being manifested in many unsuspected 
quarters.

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The extreme liberality of the administration in the dispo- 


sition of the money of the taxpayers is attracting attention. In 
addition to the recommendation, or petition that the District 
Attorney be given $120,000 t- ;nvest in more farces, and keep 
up those attacks upon San Francisco's credit and good name at 
home and abroad, they have arranged through the Supervisors 
and on the special recommendation of James D. Phelan, to pay 
Hubbard & Dillon, the bond experts and brokers of New York, 
a fee of $18,000 to pass on the legality of the $18,000,000 bonds 
the electors have been asked to vote on May 11. In addition 
to this Liberal fee the brokers are to be given one-half of one 
per cent for all bonds they sell, which should they be commis- 
sioned to dispose of the whole issue would be $90,000. 


In addition to the question of the advisability of the policy 


of going to New York for legal advice when there are as good 
if not better lawyers in San Francisco who would act in the 
matter for the same if not a smaller fee, the whole proceeding 
is declared to be both irregular and illegal. The municipal 
charter makes the City Attorney the adviser of the Board of 
Supervisors in all matters of law, and to ignore that official 
is Dot only to cast an aspersion upon his legal capabilities but 
to violate the law.

Gumshoe Burns has been contributing to the political ac- 


tivities of the so-called graft prosecution, recently, by endeav- 
ing to add more members of the Republican, County Committee 
to his present meager following in that body. Charles Creigh- 
ton, brother of Dick Creighton, a partner in two houses, and in 
which a certain active member of the prosecution is said to hold 
a naif interest, is the messenger for Gumshoe in these political 
excursions. Creighton has invited some of the County Commit- 
teemen to visit Burns, but in so far as my information runs the 
committeemeii have declined to become the guests of Gumshoe. 


A story that has been in circulation for some time, that the 


socalled graft prosecution is endeavoring to find a plausible 
reason for backing down and out, was given additional impetus 
when Francis J. Heney, went to Oregon to bay United States 
Senator Fulton. The fact that Heney went on his bushwhack- 
ing trip at a time when trial juries were being secured in both 
the Ford and the Ruef cases is significant of at least a waning 
in the zeal of the prosecutors for revenge and personal profit. 
Of course Gumshoe Burns was here to sound out the A^eniremen 
of the two panels before they were called for examination in 
respect to their qualifications to act as trial jurors but Heney 
must have become aware that the lime light in which he has 
been standing has been considerably dimmed or he would not 
have left its rays even for a spite side-excursion into Oregon. 


If public sentiment may be used as a basis of forecast, Gen-

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The political luncheon of the Lincoln-Roosevelt League at 


Tait's last Wednesday was not a success. There was a falling 
off in attendance, the number participating in the menu of soup, 
potted beef and chocolate eclaires being about fifty. The gath- 
• eriug was composed of the elect of the" reform movement, none 
being invited -who have not received • a" certificate of character 
from Gumshoe Bums, after a careful inquiry by the hired 
spies of this agent of Rudolph Spreckels, and also been ap- 
proved as spotless by the executive committee of the League. 


Among the guests of honor at the last luncheon assembly 


was Thomas Nossler, of Berkeley, the well-known lobbyist and 
practical politician familiar to nominating conventions and 
sessions of the Legislature for the past half century. '.Nossler 
was given a place on the harbor front by the present State ad- 
ministration but no longer holds the berth. Since his retire- 
ment Nossler has developed a great antipathy tojiie regular or- 
ganization and is now a reform proselyte.

The necessity for a complete and ade- 
quate system of coast defense is greater 
today than twenty years ago. for the in- 
creased wealth of the 
country offers 
more 'tempting inducements to 
attack

fact that we now have a navy does not 
in any way diminish, the Importance of 
coast defenses; on the contrary, that 
fact emphasizes their yalue and the ne- 
cessity for their construction.

It was drafted by Senator Newlands 
during the large Inland waterways 
conference held hero In December last. 
The fact that the Secretary has ap- 
proved the main features of hla bill 
leads Senator Newlands to believe 
that an appropriation will be made by 
Congress to begin this work during the 
next session. 
His bill provides for the appoint- 
ment of a permanent Inland water- 
ways fund and for the Improvement 
of the waterways. 
It was referred 
to the War Department by the Senate 
committee on commerce some time 
ago.Secretary Taft says the bill provides 
a comprehensive plan for the develop- 
ment of the waterways, the co-ordi- 
nation of forestry, irrigation, swamp 
land reclamation, utilization of water 
power and clarification of streams In 
connection with and the co-operation 
of states and municipalities with the

Funds for Oakland's Reception. 


No more important matter is burning just now in Oakland than 


the question of raising the amount of money which'the committee 
entrusted with the arrangement of the -Oakland welcome to the big 
fleet deem is necessary. Yesterday the committee who are raising 
the funds say they are about $12,000 shy, less a few subscriptions 
which were received last evening. The amount they deem neces- 
sary to fully sustain the reputation of Oakland as a first-class mu- 
nicipality and keep it on the map is $20,000. 


Probably all that is necessary is to call this question up and 


inject it a little strongly into the every day life of the people of Oak- 
land to have it quickly settled. As it is now the committee are get- 
ting a httle nervous over the task, but not of their ultimate success. 
By the time the big fleet gets here they will have been entertained 
by practically the whole State of California. But the jackies and 
the officers have something in store for them which will not be over- 
looked, even if they are surfeited. 


Divided among our people here in Oakland the amount needed 


to complete the fund is trivial. Everyone should feel interested in 
this matter and, as THE TRIBUNE once before suggested, each 
person in this grand city should consider himself a committee of one 
to see himself or herself, and if they have any spare time, somebody 
else. 


Prompt attention to this matter will do much to help the 


arrangement committee get down to their work and make the possi- 
bilities that much stronger for the great success.

Oakland because the sensible suggestion was made that the sailing 
of the fleet through the Golden Gate to the anchorages of the ships 
ahould be timed so the vast crowds attending the spectacle would 
have a chance to get home for the night if they wanted to, and per- 
Tiaps it is true that many would like to do that.

Pulliam Explains 


New Sacrifice Rule 


Considering the extremely slight change 


made in the game of baseball by the 
newly adopted "sacrifice fly" rule, the 
discussion 
and 
differences 
of 
opinion 


which that addition to the playing code 
has produced Is out'of all proportion. The 
only actual effect of the rule will be to 
exempt the batsman from being charged a 
"time at bat," whenever he scores a run 
for his side by hitting a fly that Is caught 
far enough out In the outfield to let a 
teammate score from third base on it. 
Thfs will be a slight help to the bats- 
man's average, just as removing an Item 
from the debit side of the ledger helps 
the credit side in a negative way. The 
Idea of the rule was to do a negative 
justice to the' tearmvorker on a club who 
Is willing to waste a possible chance to 
increase his batting average by a positive 
base hit In the attempt to raise a fly 
long enough to make sure of scoring a 
run for his team. Nothing could be more 
simple and explicit than the wording of 
the new rul^, which specifies that such a 
sacrifice hit must be "a fly ball tljat Is 
caught, but results in a run being 
scored." 
"But considerable difference of opinion 
has1 arisen over the rule. 
It has been 


argued that the intent of the batsman 
should be taken Into consideration and no 
sacrifice 
allowed unless 
the 
batsman 


plainly Intended to hit such a fly ball. 
'This is ttje metnod pursued In determin- 
ing bunt sacrifice hits, but the scorer 
who could read the batsman's mind per- 
fectly in advance of a long fly has a 
hlgehr calling than baseball. On the same 
basis it is urged- that a batsman should 
be credited with a sacrifice If he Inten- 
tionally hits a long fly to score a run 
and the fly is muffed. This again Is the 
method used when, an e/ror Is made on 
an intentional Infield bunt to advance a 
runner.' The opposition argues £hat' It 
would be a great temptation to thos 
scorers who "play favorites'* to wipe out 
a "time at bat" every time a runner 
scores on a muffed fly, even by an In- 
flelder. All discussion Is closed, however, 
by President Pulliam of the National 
League, author of the rule and a, mem- 
ber of the joint rules committee, who 
lias replied to a request from the Tribune 
for an official ruling with the 
follow- 
ing statement 
"As a member of the 


rules committee I know exactly what the 
rule makers Intended, and ' this section 
must be considered literally. Therefore, 
a sacrifice hit .can be'"glven the batsman 
only when, as a result of a fly ball,being 
caught, a run is scored. If the ball is 
muffed no sacrifice can be given. 
The 


play must then be scored as a run made 
on an error. Furthermore, a sacrifice hit 
cannot be scored if the batter hits a 
short fly which is caught and then the* 
outfielder makes a palpable error by a 
wild throw to the plate."

FIELD MEET FROM CARDINAL WARRIORS 


STANFORD UNIVERSITY, April 18.— 


The University of California won tho 
track meet from Stanford University at 
Palo Alto today by the close score of 
63 2-6 to 58 3-5. 
California made a great showing, while 


Stanford had hard Juclt, and the finish 
of the meet, which dragged until twi- 
light, gave considerable excitement to 
the rabid partisans who had the time 
and the interest to wait until the games 
were over. 
The management of the affair was ri- 


diculous. 
Owing to the fact that sev- 


eral men were entered in a number of 
field events, and that Munn of California 
was entered in oil of the five of them, 
it was impossible to have two 
field 


events running at once—at least, that 
was the decision of those In charge. As 
a consequence, when the last of the 
track events, the relay race, was over 
at a few minute's before 5 o'clock, there 
Still remained the pole vault, shot put

Southern Racing Center Is Gaining Favor 


With Lovers of the Sport of Kings. 


NEW ORLEANS, April 18.—The racing 


•eaaon of 1907-"S tias coma and gone, but 
the- horsemen here retard the end with 
a far different sjilrtt from that in which 
they used to welcome It In the old days. 
It is only a few years now since Wew 
Orleans was considered as sort of stop- 
Bap— x chance to make oats with the 
poorest horses during the dead months— 
but the regular or legitimate racing sea- 
ion, as It was then called, beginning at 
Memphis and continuing throughout the 
summer there, at Nashville. Louisville, 
Cincinnati, St. Louis and Chicago, with 
the biggest show of all in New York, was 
when the racing folk got down to busi- 
ness in earnest. But now. moat of these 
places have been wiped from the racing 
map, and New Orleans, aside from be- 
ing a minor issue, is now th» bis meet- 
Ing of the yea:. 


Certainly th.-re were never so many 
good horses here as took part in the 
sport this winter, and there was never so 
much money given them to race for. The 
purses have kept pace with the populari- 
ty of the sport, and as the races im- 
proved, the attendance from out of town 
has Improved, until now New Orleans, 
through its Progressive Union, advertises 
the city broadcast as "the -winter capi- 
tal of America " And so It Is coming to 
be, for there Is no question as to the Im- 
mense drawing power of horse races. 


How long th'y will continue here is. jot 


course, problematical. It would be im- 
possible that tUs city should escape the 
general reform wave which has swept the 
country to thoroughly, and which seems 
to have found horse racing- the principal 
target for its virulence. An antiracing 
has been stirred up here, and is 


:-adually growing in strangth and ef- 


ilveness. 
In such a community as 
this, with so large a percentage of Latin 
people of small patience, with attempts 
to regulate their personal habits or de- 
sires, the reform movement will find more 
opposition than It has met with anywhere, 
and no one considers racing here in any 
serious danger, at least at the coming 
short session of the Legislature. 
The 


men behind the antiracing movement, 
however, are not apt to be dismayed at 
a failure this time, and are very likely 
to maka an nven greater effort at the 
next session of the Legislature. That, 
however, would not effect the racing for 
two years, so no one is bothering very 
much about it. 
The result of the flght 


In New York, of course, is bound to have 
some effect here. 
Horse Values Keep Up. 


One of the very odd features of the 
situation Is the manner In which horse 
values have- been keeping up to the very 
end. Last w£fk In Cincinnati L. A. Cella 
refused an offer of $20.000. made by H. 
M Zelgler, for the Yankee colt Marse 
Abe. 
That is a whole lot of money to 


pay for a. two-year-old, even with the 
prospect of racing: everywhere, and it Is 
in exceptionally large offer to be made 


i 'or a colt whi -h had achieved fame only 
_ 
a New Orleans winter meeting, 
best two-year-old developed here 
The 
last 


winter was the fllly Notasulga. and she 
sold for $5000 though that was admit- 
tedly a great bargain. As unusual as was 
the offer of such a price for Marsa Abe 
was the refusal of Mr. Cella to accept it. 


In a selling race run here last Tuesday. 
a fair sort of coif, though not a genuine- 
ly good one, namel Mllford, won. He was 
entered to be sold for $400 and was run 
up to $1500, and his owner. W. H, Flzer, 
protected him with an additional *5 bid. 


Of course, 'iad Mr. Fizer let the colt 


go, he would 3nly have received tho $400 


which he was entered, but there was 
ertheless a willingness on the part of 
'another man to take a chance on the 
future by offering fully aa much as the 
horse would have been -worth with a far 
ccore cheerful racing outlook than pre- 
vailed at the time. 
One of the features of the late sea- 


son has been the renaissance of Lou 
Marlon. Marlon Is a good trainer, but 
the- horse ha has owned in recent years 
was the sprinter Mayor Johnson, and 
after he petered out, Marlon had little or 
notclng. When Israel Wheatcraft came 
here this whiter with a big bank roll. a. 
state of health which made It necessary 
for him to find outdoor occupation, and 
a hankering for racing he engaged Mar- 
ion to> train for. him and then proceeded 
to buy horses. In his selection of ma- 
terial he was guided by others rather 
thiin by Marlon, and picked up a lot of 
very bad material and some that was a 
goad deal better. 
Marion has been working Industriously 
and has achieved, far better results for 
the newcomer than is at all customary 
for a rich and Inexperienced novice at the 
game. Marlon took hold of Lotus Hater, 
a horse with considerable class tout bad 
less, and won more money with him In a 
couple of weeks than his previous owner 
had got out of him In a year. He makes 
Shirley Rossmore carry her speed further 
than she did when racing in Mr. Mllam's 
colors, and has developed a very shifty 
sprinter In Hasty Agnes. Maid of Gotham 
never showed a flash of speed until Ma- 
rlon got hold of her, and in her first two 
races In the new colors he showed e. ton's 
improvement. All of which Is pleasing to 
Marlon's numerous friends, who are hop- 
ing that he will have still further ex- 
tended opportunities. 


Officials for Next Year. 


People are already beginning to specu- 
late as to who will be the officials here 
n<xt winter. 
There is a general im- 


pression that of Mr. Corrlgan is really 
placed in control of City Park by the 
gentlemen lor whom he recently pur- 
chased Sam Heaalip's stock, there is lit- 
tlo chance of hnving the same men at 
both tracks. 
Mr. Corrlgan will accept 


few of those who officiated this year. In 
fact, it is doubtful if Clarence McDow- 
ell comes back to either track. Mr. Shel- 
ley would probably be acceptable to both 
sides. 
The big trouble will be over a 
starter. 
The Fair Grounds will want 


either Mars Cassidy or Barrett Dade, but 
neither of these men will accept a post 
on a track controlled by Mr. Corrfgan. 
Cnssldy and the big Missourian have 
been at outs for some time, and consider- 
able more 111 feeling was engendered this 
winter, and Dade had not been here long 
before he ran afoul of Mr. Corrigan, the 
discussion winding up in fisticuffs at the 
St. Chaiies hotel. Mr. Dade declares that 
under nd circumstances would he again 
start on a track Mr. Corrigan owned or 
controlled. All of which makes it hard 
to see Just where the City Park is to get 
a starter. 
The opening up of Houston and Beau- 


mont for twenty-five days of racing 'Is 
quite a help to the owners of cheap 
horses here. Hart Dernham. who runs 
tlie Sunday race track across the river, 
is promoting the two new Texas meet- 
ings, wil! have plenty of horses and the 
meetings should undoubtedly prove profi-l 
table to all concerned. The meetings will 
br- given at the expiration of a three- 
weeks' meeting Dernham will run at the 
h.Uf-mile Jericho over the river, which 
begins next Monday.

was 


considered a huge joke, not only on 
the other side of the Atlantic, but In 
New York city. 


The sporting writers In New York 
never could see me as a wrestler, be- 
cause, I presume, I am a westerner. 
However, they, belittled the match, In- 
ferred I entered Into it for the short 
end of the purse, and that Hack would 
beat me so easily the spectators 
would kick for not receiving a run for 
their money. Undoubtedly the sport- 
ing scribes in other parts of the coun- 
try were of the same opinion, but 
they had the good sense not to tout 
the "Lion" too strongly. 


I have no doubt that nine out of

It had either seen 
or heard of me throwing: the best men 
in this country, never had seen Hack 
perform, and accepted the reports of 
his wonderful strength and wrestling 
powers as gospel truth.

No one was at hand to tout me, 
because I was not bred in the purple, 
so to speak. 
There was no talk of 
me being a dark horse with an out- 
side chance. Only one of my trainers, 
Jack Carkeek, had seen Hack to the 
races and knew he could not go the 
route. 
"He Is only a Quarter horse, 


and if you stick to him you will break 
his heart," Jack would tell me. He 
also posted me in the manner in which 
Hack wrestled, showing me his strong 
and weak points. AH HackenschmWt 
knew about my game was the 
toe 


hold, and I presume he thought that 
a joke. Be, however, did not know 
what effect it had on a man, and, judg- 
ing from the way he fought against 
my getting it when I was behind him, 
ho did not care to feel its effects. He 
had 
nothing 
on me in wrestling 
strength, but I sruess he could beat 
me in a weight lifting contest. 
Regarding the fine points of the 
game he has much to learrf. He is a 
slow thinker, does not know how to 
feint a man, and every move he makes 
is meant He does not know enough 
to fiddle for a hold nor to throw a 
man oft his guard by bluffing to grasp 
his opponent's body when he wants to 
catch him by the legs. Furthermore, 
he does not utilize his strength prop- 
erly. He knows nothing of leverage. 
With him it Is brute strength. Mine 
is mind over matter, brain over brawn, 
science over brute strength. 


While Hacken schmldt was working 
himself Into a state of exhaustion, I 
was using my brains and husbanding 
my strength, and that is why -I had 
it In me. after pulling, •, hauling, and 
tugging for nearly two hours, to'pick 


day for me when, nine years ago, Dick after snooping around town for about 
Gray, the mayor of Humboldt, Iowa, 
where I first saw the light of day,' 
matched me against a chicken picker 
named Green for $10, to wrestle what 
we termed rough and tumble. Green 
was considered some pumpkins as a 
wrestler, and as I was pretty husky 
and had thrown all the kids at school 
and the—tarmer boys In . our county 
the mayor thought I was worth a $10 
bet. • The match was the talk of the 
county, and Gray got so worked up 
over it, he hired, what -he called "the 
oprey houses' In wriich to pull off the 
match. It was something new in our 
part of the country, and my folks 
were against my taking part in it, 
but the mayor's money wag up and I 
had to go through with It or be brand- 
ed a coward. 
Wins His First, Match. 


The match was to be decided with 


one fall and I Won it with ,a strangle 
hold. If that hold had been barred 
I presume we would still be at it. The 
gate receipts amounted to about $80, 
which was more money than I had 
ever earned in so short a time, and I 
thought, as did my folks, that wrest- 
ling was a great business. 
Winning 
that match made me Quite a hero 
and when a few months later a Mr, 
Reynolds, representing himself as 
furniture dealer in a 
came to our 


a week, we agreed to wrestle for $250 
a side. When ws met to sign articles 
he welched on the side bet, and made 
it $DO. He and Ms backers had sev- 
eral thousand dollars to bet on the re- 
sult, but did not got down any more 
than $500 of it. 
"Dune" was a big, 
strong fellow, but I fought him to a 
standstill, as they say, and won the 
first fall in sixteen minutes and, the 
second in five minutes. 


On June 18, 1801—I never will for- 
get that day—a man who Introduced 
himself as Ollie Marsh came to the 
farm and inquired, if I would go to 
Alaska to wrestle. We were -strang- 
ers, but he had come all the way from 
the Klondike to get "Farmer" Burns, 
but 
Farmer'1 did not care to make 


the trip and recommended me. This 
was at 4 o'clock In the afternoon, and 
at midnight we were on the train for 
Seattle. 
I entered the gold country 
under the name of Frank Kennedy, 
and^tarsh and his partners, Dick and 
Jim Butler and P. O. McKeller, knev> 
why I was there. 
I worked for the 
firm for several weeks, when they 
matched me to wrestle a fellow named 
White for $500, which I won. 


Then they went after the cham- 


pion, a big six foot two Inch Swede 
named Swanson. The match was ror

He showed me. how- 
ever, that I did not know a thing about 
the grappling game by flattening me 
out in short order. 
After Me did the 
trick we learned that Mr. Reynolds, 
the furniture dealer from the other 
part of the state, was none other than 
Dan McLeod, the well known wrestler. 
It took *wo weeks to pick the cinders 
out of my back and when I was able 
to 
get 
around, 
I 
concluded that 


wrestllna wag out of my line. 
Beaten by "Farmer" Burns. 


This was in June, 1899, and in De- 
cember of the s9me year a crowd of 
us boys took a run down to Fort 
Dodge, where "Farmer" 
Burns was 


meeting all comers, agreeing to throw 
them in fifteen minutes or forfeit $25. 
That seemed impossible—not to me, 
but to the boys—-and they coaxed me 
to give old "Farmer'' a go. I did, and 
I must admit ho gave me the licking 
of my life. 
It took him twelve min- 
utes to down me and when he got 
trhough with me I -thought I had 
enough wrestling to last the rest of 
my life. 
All I knew about the game was to 
tear In, flght, and try to down my 
man by brute strength. I was more 
powerful than Burns, but lie had the. 
science and that won. I had made | 
up my mind to stick to the. farm, after 
that, but my friends would not per- 
mit it. They still thought I could beat 
all the amateurs und when a fellow 
named Ruby of Fort Dodge said ho

FRANK IVES WAS JHE REAL 


NAPOLEON 
OF BILLIARDS 


Was One of fhe Grandest Characters the 


Sporting Game Has Ever Known. 


BY HtJGHJB KEOtJGH. 
It is about nine years since Frank 
Ives died, and was buried In Mexico. 
Frank Ives was the most remarkable 
billiard player of this and other times, 
and I am not excluding Willie Hoppe 
from the argument. 
Ives was one of the most interesting 


of sporting characters. I knew him 
as a roller skater, a bush jockey, a bi- 
cycle rifler, a ballplayer, a billiardlst 
and a. bookmaker. It was as a book- 
maker, naturally, that I had the best 
opportunity to study him. 


Billiards with him purely was an in- 
incdent, although he shone in that 
better than in any other line of sport- 
ing endeavor to which he had devoted 
himself. He made more money at bil- 
liards than any other expeft who pre- 
ceded or followed him. 
He was always alive to his betting 
opportunities, and he would bet his 
own money on himself. He arrived at 
the championship with a competence. 
After beating Schaeter, Slosson and 
John Kobrts of London, he probably 
counted $100,000. 
This he took to the races—not to 


squander in trying: to pick winners, 
but to lay it against the judgment o£ 
others. He formed a partnership with 
Kd.die Burke, who since has become 
famous as a member of the Metropol- 
itan Turf Association and one of the 
largest operators in New York. 
He was no silent partner In the firm, 
^ther. He had his name emblazoned 
on the slate, and he let it be under- 
stood that it was his money he was 
shooting off. 


It was at the old Bay District track 


in San Francisco that the partnership 
was formed, and it endured until Ives 
left for Mexico in search of his health 
that never came back to him. 


William von Stahl, who now is In 
business in Chicago, was associated 
with Ives and Burke in the making of 
a book on the Eastern tracks. 
When 


Ives' health failed it appeared to his 
friends that it was imperative that he 
seek a warmer climate. 
Von Stain- 


volunteered to accompany him and 
see that ho was comfortably located 
on his destination. 


Speaking of his trip and his har- 


rowing experience the other day, Von 
Stahr said: '"We left New York- 
Frank, his wife and myself—on Au- 
gust 22, 1899. Just before we arrived 
at Progreso Ives died. According to 
the law of Mexico, burials must take 
ploce before sunrise, and I arranged 
that day for the funeral the next 
morning, which in the nature of 
things, had to be of the simplest kind. 
Our ship lay four miles oft shore, and 
the body was taken ,to the land in a 
catboat. 
"It was not day. 
The corpse was 


clothed only in a night dress, and we 
hoped to get a coffin at the cemetery. 
We landed at the pesthouse, four miles 
from the ship and two miles from the 
place of burial, and I carried the body 
of my friend that distance over my 
shoulder. 
It was not an Imposing 


funeral that the dead champion was 
getting. 
"We moved along the shore toward 


the little cemetery to-which the na- 
tives were guiding us, but In the gray 
of the 
morning 
and the stlllnese 
broken only by the lapping of the 
•naves on the beach It was Impres- 
sive—at least to me. 
v 


"Arriving at the burial, ground,. 


which overlooked the sea, we found 
that it would be necessary to construct 
a. coffin. This I had to do out of the 
driftwood picked up along--the shore, 
using rusty nails and a stone for a 
hammer. 


1 "The cemetery, which is owned by 
the state, is consecrated ground, but 
Ills dead of all denominations can be 
interred tliereln at an annual rental of 
$25. The graves are walled up on all 
sides and sealed at the top. 
"A native iu--charge, who. looked 


after Hio burlajs and the payment of 
the grave rental, designated the place, 
In one corner of the grounds there 
was a kind of open vpult, or, rather, 
pen, with a six-foot wall around it, 
and into this the bones of all persons 
are cast whose friends fail.to keep up 
the grave rent. 


"When wo saw Frank's body laid 


away and that the grave was properly 
sealed, I recfived my receipt for two 
years', grave vent, two years being the 
time allotted by law for a body to lie 
before removal. I ordered a grave- 
stone at Progreso, with a simple in- 
scription, containing only the name 
and date of death. It was a lonely 
spot we left the poor boy in, incased 
in a coflin of my own construction, 
and with nobody about to plant a 
flower over him." 


Mr". Von Stahr returned to Yucatan 


ofter a year for the purpose of bring- 
ing Ives' body back to this country for 
interment among his own folks, but he 
was unable to secure a permit from 
the authorities until the expiration ot 
the allotted time. He had letters to 
officials and business men, but they 
were of no avail. 


Von Stahr was told that the ceme- 


tery laws were obdurates, and that he 
would have to wait for two years and 
six. months before the body could ba. 
cxhumod. After seeing that the stons 
which lie previously had ordered ivai 
properly placed, he engaged an old 
Mexican woman to take care of the 
grave ana left the desolate graveyard, 
It was dusk and a storm was blow- 


ing up, and lightning played over the 
troubled waters of the gulf. The pines 
lashed to and fro ovur Ives' grave, and 
the faithful old sheet writer, with un- 
covered head, passed through the gate\ 
oppressed by the unutterable loneli- 
ness of

friend. 


At the expiration of the stated tlma 
Ives' body was returned to this coun- 
try, and now rests among his kin at 
Plalnwell, Mich. Ives left an estate ot 


I some $60,000. 


He look no moro away from th« 
races than he brought there, simply 
breaking even on his bookmaktng 
venture.

A racing car capable of a speed of 
mile In twenty seconds, or three miles a 
minute, 
and 
absolutely 
non-capsizable 
while in motion, is the latest promise of 
the automobile engineer. 
Such a ma- 
chine has been offered to Harry Levey, a 
voung millionaire motor sportsman, who 
already owns .a stable of racing" cars, no- 
tably the Hotchklss racer, .entered In the 
recent Ormond meet. 
This new speed- 
ster differs in .appearance from others 
facers only in a slightly, longer wheel- 
base and hood, but beneath the hood. Just 
behind the .radiator, are two large gyro- 
scopes, exactly similar in construction to 
those which have been used so success- 
fully in the English two-wheel railway 
engines now being put into actual opera- 
tion.

New Motor Fuel a Success: 


Exceedingly interesting have been the 
tests of benzol as a fuel for automobiles 
conducted during the past week by Jo- 
seph Tracy, the well-known consulting 
engineer. 
These came to. a climax yes- 
terday (Friday), when a thorough com- 
parative test ofwgasoline and benzol as 
fuels was made upon the new dynemom- 
eter of the Automobile Club of America. 
Mr. Tracy today (Saturday) made a 
statement that he was convinced that 
the fuel question was settled by the re- 
sult of his experiments and those made 
abroad with benzol and that American 
automobillsts need have no fear, that the 
expected scarcity of gasoline would cause 
any hindrance to the spread of automo- 
biles in the next few years. 
The fact that gasoline of specific grav- 
itv sufficient to make it available for a 
successful fuel for motor cars is getting 
scarcer and scarcer has caused more than 
passing alarm on the part of makers and 
those in the .trade, for a year or more. 
Not much publicity has been given to the 
situation, however, as it was deemed un- 
wise to alarm the public until such time 
as an actual shortage began to be felt. 
In Europe the shortage of fuel has been 
a more marked condition and experiments 
with alcohol, benzol and a number of 
other substitutes for gasoline have been 
conducted for some years. 
The Hoyal 
Automobile Club of Great Britain recent- 
ly published a voluminous report on ben- 
zol and many private experiments have 
been conducted. 
• 
Mr. Tracy has been verifying these 
findings for several years and is still 
prosecuting his experiments along these 


lines. 
The tests Friday were with a I 
large runabout, which was put upon the 
drums of the dynamometer and run first 
on gasoline and then on benzol for a 
considerable time. 
The results proved 
that the two fuels were absolutely In- 
ter changeable even without any adjust- 
ment o£ the carbureter, the use of benzol 
producing slightly better horse-power and 
draw-bar 
pull. 
The car was geared 
high and special attention was given to 
the results as shown by the grademeter. 
With gasoline it was found that power 
sufficient to climb a hill of 11.9 per cent 
was developed and with • benzol the pos- 
sible grade was shown to. be 12.1 per 
cent. 
This Is said to be. a marked gain 
-and as it was maintained for a consider- 
able period was a clear demonstration of 
the great efficiency of benzol. 
With a 
special adjustment of the carbureter the 
grademeter showed 12.2 per cent, while 
the draw-bar pull increase dto 398 pounds, 
as opposed to 383 pounds with gasoline. 
The greater-pulling power at low speed 
developed yesterday bears out tbe find- 
ings of the foreign investigators. 
With 
a car geared for speed, a distinct gain 
in speed is believed to be probable, but 
no effort to test this fact was made yes- 
terday. ' Neither, was the test conducted 
to find out details of quantity of fuel 
consumed. 
These latter points will form 
the subject of mileage tests which Mr. 
Tracy announces he will conduct the pres- 
ent spring and summer. 


The tests at the automobile club were 
watched with great interest by a num- 
ber of engineers, both from New York 


and other points, and several newspaper 
and technical writers. 
The car used was 
a 1908 Simplex and was driven by Mr. 
Lescaut of the Simplex factory. 
Some Facts About Benzol. 


Benzol, the new fuel for internal com- 
bustion enginee, consists of a mixture of 
benzine, toluene and xyleno and has a 
specific gravity of 885 degrees. 
It com- 
mences to distil at about 170 degrees and 
does not completely distil over until near- 
ly 248 degrees F. Is reached. 
Its calorific 
value is about 20,000 B. T. TJ. and it con- 
tains about 8 per cent hydrogen and 92 
per cent carbon. 
Benzol .is produced as 
a bi-product in the .jnanufacture of coal 
gas, and is water white: in color. 
For: use in automobiles but little- change 
need be made in the carburetor, as it 
gasifies almost as readily as gasoline. As 
benzol is much more powerful than gas- 
oline, a-motor, • running with it, requires 
a much smaller amount arid the carbu- 
retor must 'be adjusted to feed but a 
small amount for each explosion. Ben- 
zol having, a higher specific gravity than 
gasoline, It is also .necessary to read- 
just the float and needle valve of tho car- 
buretor after-using gasoline. 
The ex- 
planation for. this Is simple. 
By rea- 
son of the greater density of benzol the 
float will be carried to a higher level than 
when gasoline is used, and the needle 
valve will .be closed before the benzol 
rises 'to the-' level to which gasoline would 
rise under the same circumstances. 
In England a".: number of-very satlsfac- 
tory .teats -ot- benzol applied'to. gas en- 


gines have been made by S. F. Edge and 
others, while Joseph Tracy has been con- 
ducting benzol experiments for a year or 
more in America. 
These tests prove that 
benzol produced a much stronger explo- 
sion than gasoline, consequently a much 
smaller amount of fuel is needed for a 
given mileage. Recently a 40-horse power 
touring car with four passengers com- 


pleted a 3000-mile test using benzol. 
Th« 
car was run about 150 miles each day 
and it was noted that the specific gravlt> 
of benzol would vary, depending on at- 
mospheric conditions, from 855 degrees tc 
SSO degrees. 
At-the beginning of each

privilege of making exceptions to the 
rule is given to the three commissioners, 
ho%vever, 
and 
President Casey is evi- 


dently willing to havo all work brought 
into the exception class.
